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LaDonna Tucker seeks to have murder 
charges dropped in seven-year old case 


The long running murder trial of 
LaDonna Lynn Tucker continued 
last week with attorneys filing a 
motion to have the murder charges 
dropped, alleging that the Coffee 
County courts had no jurisdiction 
in a crime that occured in Dale 
County. 

In a motion filed in Pike County 
Circuit Court, Cary L, Dozier and 


Keith Watkins, attorneys for Mrs. 
Tucker, quoted an Alabama law 
which stated that a person should be 
tried in the county or district in 
which the offense was committed. 
The motion to dismiss the 
charges stated "Based on the evi- 
dence previously presented in this 
matter, it is undisputed that the vic- 
tim was in Dale County, Alabama,

Mrs. Tucker, a former resident of 
Dale County, is charged with mur- 
der for hire in connection with the 
Jan.24, 1981 death of her husband, 
Sgt. Jimmy Tucker, whose charred 
remains were discovered in a burned 
pickup truck near Kinston, 

Mrs. Tucker was found guilty of 
killing her husband and was sen-

Use of acreage 
expanded due to 
drought conditions 


Rep. William L. Dickinson has 
announced that the Agriculture Sta- 
bilization Conservation Service 
(ASCS) had expanded emergency 
drought use of erosion set-aside 
acres to include Alabama Conserva- 
tion Reserve Program (CRP) lands. 

Dickinson, who on June 2 asked 
the ASCS to target drought assis- 
tance for Alabama farmers, stated 
that the latest relief measure was in 
response to the critical shortage of 
rainfall facing the state's farmers. 

"The farmers are quickly using 
up all hay reserves and available 
grazing land,” said Dickinson, "and 
this is a serious drought and ASCS 
is doing all it can to lessen the bur- 
den on the livestock farmers. State- 
wide, some 3,500 farms will be ef- 
fected by the new ASCS 
exemption, which allows farmers to 
bail hay from acres that were sct 
aside under the CRP.” 

"Livestock farmers who have 
acres set aside under the ACR or 
CU programs in the following 
counties can apply to use them for 
emergency haying and grazing - 
Barbour, Butler, Coffee, Conecuh, 
Covington, Crenshaw, Dale, Gene- 
va, Henry and Pike.” 

Farmers who have questions 
concerning their eligibility should 
contact their ASCS office.

"The client is many times angry 
and frustrated," said Smith, “and the 
worker must calm the client down 
and begin the process of giving as- 
sistance. The process of giving as- 
sistance involves tremendous 
amounts of paperwork and verifica 
tion of income and assets as well as 
liabilities and as a result the work 
ers are also under a great deal ol 
stress. We are fortunate in this 
county to have workers who put the 
clients’ needs first." 

Children's Services Super- 
visor Cathie Hansen reported that 
during the past month the agency 
had investigated a total of 30 cases 
of child abuse, with the cases being 
physical - 5, sexual - 8 and neglect 
- 17. 

"In the past two months we have 
had five new foster families become 
partners in care,” stated Hansen, 
“We are proud to have these desper- 
ately needed resources for the chil- 
dren and more are needed." 

Hansen reported that foster fami- 
lies could be licensed for from one 
to six children, based on the fami- 
ly's wishes and the space available. 
Foster parents come in all ages and

Community Resources Su- 
pervisor Glenda Frazier reported that 
two parenting skills classes were 
completed in May and were taught 
in conjunction with Mastery of 
Motherhood Classes and Basic 
Cooking Classes sponsored by the 
Coffee County Extension Office. 

Frazier added that a presentation 
on sex abuse was made to a junior 
high class and reported that the 
youngsters were always a delight 
and their questions indicated their 
keen interest and thirst for knowl- 
edge. 

Food Stamp Supervisor Deb- 
bie Jones reported that in May the 
agency issued stamps to a total of 
1,177 households, with the total 
number of members in the house- 
holds being 2,955. The total 
amount of stamps issued carried a 
value of $124,781. 

Eligibility and Child Sup- 
port Units Supervisor Dianne 
Parker stated that during the month 
of May the workers continued to be 


busy with regular activities such as 
applications, reviews and changes 
that must be processed on a timely 
basi 

"Eligibility workers are bom- 
barded with deadlines of some sort 
every day," stated Parker, "and if 
they are not well organized and con- 
scientious workers, the work would 
be difficult to cope with.’ 

Parker added that May was an- 
other "record month” for child sup- 

rt collections, with a total of

A Luverne poultry farmer, Henry 
Huey Hilburn, received the indus- 
try's highest honor when he was 
named to the Alabama Poultry Hall

IRS Offices 


Individuals who wish to take the 
1988 Internal Revenue Service Spe- 
cial Enrollment Examination must 
submit applications to IRS post- 
marked no later than July 31, 1988. 
No extensions of time to file for 
the examination will be granted. 

The examination is scheduled for 
Thursday and Friday, September 29 
and 30, 1988. It is given annually 
in each IRS district to individuals 
who wish to apply for enrollment 
to practice before the IRS, The ex- 
amination includes true or false, 
multiple choice, and problem-type 
questions that require some compu- 
tations, the IRS says. 

The application fee is $50 for 
those taking all four parts of the cx- 
amination, and $40 for prior year 
examinees taking fewer than four 
parts, All checks or money orders 
must be made payable to the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service. 

According to the IRS, persons 
interested in taking the examination 
should obtain the Special Enroll- 
ment Examination Application 
Packet from their local IRS district 
office. The packet includes materi-

Hunting deaths declined in state during 1987-88 seasons 


Only three people died in hunt- 
ing-related accidents in the 1987-88 
Alabama hunting season, compared 
to fifteen during 1984-85, eleven in 
1985-86 and six in 1986-87. The 
steadily diminishing totals are the 
direct result of the intensive hunter 
safely program pursued by the Ala- 
bama Conservation Department's 
Game and Fish Division. 

Those who lost their lives in 
1987-88 hunting-related accidents 
were a 16-year old Geneva County 
man who died of a self-inflicted 
shotgun wound when a fe'ding 
chair from which he was dove hunt-

ing collapsed September 9, 1987, 
causing the shotgun to discharge; a 
22-year old Tuscaloosa County man 
who died November 27, 1987, 
when another deer hunter, 32, 
swung on game and shot the vic- 
tim. and a 19-year old Geneva 
County man, who drowned January 
4, 1988, when he slipped from a 
creekbank while on a deer hunting 
trip. 

Two other fatalities were origi- 
nally classified as hunting accidents 
pending final investigation, but 
were subsequently adjudged as cases

Lightning Is One Of Nature's Deadliest Beauties 


Although Alabama is caught in 
the grip of a severe drought, scat- 
tered thunderstorms still occur regu- 
larly. These storms generate one of 
nature's deadliest, but most under- 
rated attacks--lightning. 

Mid-July is the peak season for 
thunderstorms in Alabama. Many 
of the 68 state residents killed by 
lightning since 1959 lost their 
lives in July. Lightning is also 
prevalent in June and August. 

Lightning causes far more deaths 
each year than tornadoes or hurri- 
canes. In 1987 lightning killed four 
Alabamaians and injured about 10 
others. Only one person died during 
that year's tormadoes. 

It is important to remember that 
a person does have to be in the mid- 
dle of a thunderstorm to be struck 
by lightning. Bolts of lightning oc- 
cur a great distance from their par- 
ent storms. It is vital to be aware of 
weather conditions in surrounding 
areas as well as local conditions.

list of basic lightning safety rules: 

*When a thunderstorm threatens, 
get inside a home or large building, 
or inside an all-metal (not converti- 
ble) vehicle; 

*Stay away from doors and win- 
dows, fireplaces, radiators, stoves, 
metal pipes, sinks, and plug-in 
electrical appliances. Do not use 
telephones during a thunderstorm; 

*If no safe building or automo- 
bile is available, avoid projecting 
above the surrounding landscape, as 
you would do if you were standing 
on a hilltop, in an open field, on 
the beach, or fishing from a small 
boal; 

*Do not stand under natural 
lightning rods such as a tall, isolat- 
ed tree in an open area; 

*Get out and away from water; 

*Get off and away from motor- 
cycles, scooters, golf carts and bicy- 
cles. Put down golf clubs; 

*Stay away from wire fences, 
clotheslines, metal pipes, rails and 
other metallic paths that could carry 
lightning to you from some dis- 
lance away; 

*Avoid standing in small, isolat- 
ed sheds or other small structures in 


open areas; 
*In a forest, seek shelter in a 
low area under a thick growth of

small trees, In an open area, go to a 
low place such as a ravine or val- 
ley; 

*If you are pope cosy isolated in 
a level field and feel your hair stand 
on end--indicating lightning is 
about to strike--drop to your knees 
and bend forward putting your hands 
on your knees. Do not lie flat on 
the ground, 

Many people apparently killed 
by lightning can be revived if quick 
action is taken, When a group is af- 
fected, the apparently dead should be 
treated first; those unconscious but 
breathing will probably recover on 
their own, 

First aid should be rendered to 
those not breathing within six min- 
utes or less to prevent brain dam- 
age. Mouth-to-mouth resuscitation 
should be administered once every 
five seconds to adults and once eve- 
ry three seconds to small children. 

If the victim is not breathing and 
has no pulse, cardio-pulmonary re- 
suscitation is necessary. It should 
be administered by people with 
proper training. 

ledical attention also should be 
given to victims who appear only 
stunned or otherwise unhurt, since 
there might be hidden effects.

Horticulture Tips

Pruning Again 


Shrubs that were severely pruned 
eek las winter or carly spring 
usually require additional pruning 
by mid - to late June, New shoots 
growth can be quite vigorous often 
reaching several feet in length by 

’ fall if allo-ved to go unpruned, 

These shoots are usually poorly 


Pinching or pruning our the tips 
of shoots.after they reach around 
twelve inches long is recommended 
to encourage branching near ground 
level. This controls excessive 
height and results in a well- 
branched, compact shrub, 


Pruning Azaleas 

Azaleas often benefit from sum- 
mer pruning. Long shoots ranging 
above the other foliage can be head- 
ed back to encourage side branch- 
ing. These new, branches fill in 
large open spaces resulting in more 
compact plants. 

Vigorous new shoots can be 
tipped pruned as well causing them 
to branch, also. This type of prun- 
ing keeps plants a bit more com- 
pact and results in many more flow- 
ers. 


Which Calcium Source? 

I have seen a lot of blossom end 
rot this month. Blossom end rot is 
acommon problem in tomato, pep- 
per and watermelon crops. It is a 
nutritional problem that is induced 
by low calcium levels in the fruit 
tissue. Low levels may occur due to 
inadequate soil calcium concentra- 
tions or when soil moisture is low 
enough to reduce blossom end rot. 

Calcium can also be provided by 
agricultural lime, calcium nitrate or 
gypsum. T“o questions must be 
considered when deciding which 
source to use. First, is the problem 
low calcium only? Second, is the 
problem low calcium and low pH? 
A soil test can provide adequate evi- 
dence for answering these questions. 
Calcium nitrate and gypsum pro- 
vide calcium without changing the 
pH, while lime provides both the 
calcium needed and the pH adjust- 
ment requirement. 

If calcium soil test levels are be- 
low 500 pounds per acre, the neces- 
sary requirement for soil calcium is 
not being met. If pH adjustment is 
not necessary, the use of calcium 
nitrate or gypsum will be the logi- 
cal choice. One pound of calcium 
can be provided by gypsum and cal- 
cium nitrate at a cost of about 35 
cents and 48 cents per acre respec- 
tively. Where both the pH and the 
calcium need to be increased, one 
pound of calcium can be supplied at 
about two cents with agricultural 
lime. Remember, lime works slow- 
ly but better later than never.

Papier-mache' carrings are inex- 
pensive to make and are really a 
nice fashion accessory this summer, 
You can customize your earrings to 
match every outfit you own simply 
by painting and duplicating designs 
from fabrics. For less than $1.00 
you can make a pair of these de- 
signer earrings. 

This would be a great club sum- 
mertime project. The largest ex- 
pense is buying the paints. Several 
colors could be purchased and shared 
by all. This would really reduce the 
cost of making these earrings. 

Below you will find the direc- 
tions on how to make papier- 
mache' earrings. 


Materials You Will Need: 


Paper Towels--inexpensive, single 
ply paper towels will produce a flat, 
draped look. 

---more expensive double ply paper 
towels produced a puffed shape 
when processed in the microwave. 
Flour--amount depends on the num- 
ber of earrings to be made. 

Earring Findings--Post or Clip 
Thick White Craft Glue 

Acrylic Craft Paints 

Waxed Paper 

Toothpicks 

Small Artist Brushes 

Gesso 

Scissors 
Microwave 
Spray Scaler 
Step-By-Step Instructions: 

1. Decide on desired shapes for 
earrings. Earrings can be round, 
square, triangular of some irregular 
shape. 

2. Draw shapes on paper towels. 
To allow for draping and folding, 
shapes drawn on paper towels 
should be slightly larger than the 
desired finished shape of the car- 
rings. You will need to experiment 
by cutting the shapes and draping to 
arrive at the desired look. 

3. Make the paste. The paste 
will coat the paper towel and add 
texture and drape. Experiment with 
different thicknesses of paste. A 
basic paste can be made by mixing 
2 tablespoons flour, 2 tablespoons 
water and 2 tablespoons of a thick 
craft glue, Stir well to avoid lumps. 

4. Place paper towel shapes on 
the glue mixture. Cover with addi- 
tional glue and allow the paper tow- 
el to soak up the glue. The paper

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towel should be damp and coated 
with glue. Dampen paper towels 
that will be made into sets of ear 
rings together 

5. Remove the paper towels 
from the glue with a toothpick, Let 
excess glue drip off the dampened 
paper towel. Place pieces close to 
each other on a sheet of waxed pa- 
per, Do not let the paper towels 
touch each other. 

6. Drape the paper towels to the 
desired shape by using a toothpick 
to swirl the glue dampened paper 
towels until they resemble the look 
that you like. Several pairs of car- 
rings can be dampened and shaped 
before they are dried ip the micro- 
wave. 

7. Dry in microwave, Place the 
waxed paper with the earring shapes 
in a microwave. Using the setting 
High, microwave in 30 second time 
periods until the shapes begin to 
dry. Extended periods of drying at 
high temperatures can burn the pa- 
pier-mache’ base. ; 

9. Remove dried shapes from 
waxed paper and trim rough edges. 
Shapes may be primed before fin- 
ishing by painting with gesso. This 
is not absolutely necessary but does 
give a smooth base for the acrylic 
paint. 

10. Using color schemes from 
your wardrobe, paint the dried 
shapes to blend or contrast with 
your wardrobe. Try painting the en- 
lire earring a background color to 
match or blend with your wardrobe. 
Then use the natural folds in the 
shapes to add touches of contrasting 
color. Small beads or stones can be 
glued to the earrings as accents. 

11, Use a spray sealer as a final 
coat to add gloss and protect the fin- 
ish of the paint. 

12. Use a thick craft glue or hot 
glue gun to glue earring findings to 
the back of the earring.

Motion filed to free Shiloh man accused of murder 


A hearing challenging the state's 
right to hold a Coffee County man 
being held on capital murder charg- 
es in connection with the death of a 
seven-year-old Enterprise youth was 
continued for the second time last 
weck in Elba. 

The hearing, held before Circuit 
Judge Terry Butts, was held after 
the defense filed a motion that there 
was no sufficient evidence to hold 
William Thomas Horstead on the 
murder charge and that denying Hor- 
stead bond was in violation of the 
accused's civil rights. 

Horstead, of the Shiloh Commu- 
nity between Elba and New Brock- 
ton, was arrested March 15, 1988 
and charged with capital murder and 
interfering with custody of Antonio 
Jermaine Brundidge, age 7, of En- 
terprise, after the lifeless body of 
the youngster was discovered in a 
vacant lot in Enterprise. 

Horstead's murder charges in- 
clude two additional counts that al- 
lege Horstead choked the child 
while committing sodomy or while 
engaged in or attempting to engage 
in sexual abuse. 


At last week's hearing, Hillcrest 
Elementary School nurse Joanne 
Grimsley testified that she had be- 
come suspicious of possible abuse 
in October, 1987 after observing 
unusual marks on the youth's legs 
and stated that it looked like "some- 
body had tied him up." 

Mrs. Grimsley told the court the 
child originally told her the marks 
were caused by an accident, but later 
said a white man and a black man, 
both apparently known as the "fun 
man,” had tied him up. 

The nurse testified that the child 
cried when asked if the men had re- 
moved his clothes and added that the 
mother of the child denied having 
any knowledge of the marks, 
prompting a reporting of the find- 
ings to authorities. 


Sandra Manning, a teacher at the 
school attended by the victim, stat- 
ed that another child had reported 
that both Antonio and his sister 
were being abused by the "fun man" 
and that she was also told that the 
relatives of the children made the 
children go with the two men and
